That the votes cast at 
said election shall be counted, can- 
vassed and tabulated and return | 
made to the Secretary of State in | 
the same manner as in elections of 
representatives to the Legislature; 
and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors 
who voted at such election upon the 
proposed amendment voted in favor 
of the same such amendment shall 
be yalid in all intents and purposes 
as a part of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama. ‘The result of such election 
shall be made known by the procla- 
mation of the Governor,

Advises Early Selection 
Of Sweet Potato Seed 


Along with the field selec 
tion of other seed, it is well to 
select sweet potatoes for seed. 
By doing so yields in future 
years can be increased and the 
spread of diseases greatly re- 


duced or perhaps eliminated. 
R. G. Briggs, Sweet Potato 
Specialist for the Extension 


Service, is authority for these 
statements, together with in- 
structions as to how to field 
select sweet potatoes for seed. 
In the first place they should 
be dug before frost or continu- 
ed cold weather. Seed should 
be selected from hills produc- 
ing at least 5 marketable pota- 
toes, and preferably hills pro- 
duced by vine cuttings. 
Potatoes from 1 to 2 1-2 
inches in diameter and from 4
